He also reminds us that trade in 
foreign goods at Canton must uot be judged 
by the published figures alone, for they 
refer only {o imports in foreign bottoms. 
The competition between native and foreign 
carriers must’be Lorne in mind, and a de- 
crease in the Iinperial Maritime Customs 
returns does not necessarily mean 2 falling 
off in the actual consumption of any article. 

Exports-showed the much larger devrease 
of Hic, Tis. 5,903,815 from 1899 and only 
reached Tk. ‘fils.

SIR A. HOSKINS.

Admiral Sir Anthony Hoskins who died at 
Pleystowe, Capel, near’ Dorking, on the 2st, 
ult., wes born on Ist Soptember, 1828, about 100 
yeats after ono of the same family, Mary 

oskios, who hal marriod the Rev. Sanwel 
Hood, of Beaminster, gave birth to the futuro 
Viscount Hood and Viscount Bridport. Ho 
received his baa 8 education ot Winchester, 
and enfored the Navy in 1842 on board tho 
‘onway, in which he saw some servica both 
against slavers and in the attack on the forts at 
Cumataye on 18th June, 1845. In 1847he com. 
manded the president's cutter in the attack on 
the Arab stockades at Anjoxa in the ‘Mozam- 
bique Channel.’

Tho head of this 
firm was-formerly employed by the Gorman 
New Guinea Company, who have now ‘assisted 
him in hisnew vantur, His Priuipal object 
is to secury Chinese coolies for lajour inthe 
German Pacific colonies, and to provide for 
their transport thither, oxperience having shown 
that the natives of these islands cannot be
